The primary advantage to the public is that the Board is clarifying its regulations that 
disciplinary action in another jurisdiction relating to auctioneering may prevent licensure in 
Virginia.  Further, the proposed changes will help ensure that the Board’s regulants will have a 
clearer set of regulations that do not contain unnecessary items.  In addition, the Board will be 
better able to protect the public by being able to ensure that Board approved schools continue to 
comply with the Board’s requirements, and if they do not, the Board’s approval may be 
withdrawn.  The only disadvantage is that individuals whose license has been expired for more 
than two years would have to retake the examination unless they are licensed in another state 
with which Virginia has a reciprocity agreement.  This is expected to be a rare occurrence.
